Harvey Snyder who lives 
at 900 25th Street, urged FBA to take appropriate 
action to end the truck traffic up anddown 25th Street, 
which begins at 6:30 a.m. and continues throughout 
the day. Dennis Williams and Margaret Culhane 
agreed this was a problem FBA could handle and they 
will get a letter off to the D.C. Highway Commission 
asking that the traffic be re-routed, perhaps to 19th 
Street. 

It was pointed 
out that attendance at Foggy Bottom meetings would 
probably be lower if the neighborhood police squad 
meeting were scheduled for the same time. Generally, 
the police meeting takes place the 3rd Monday of the 
month, and the FBA meeting is always the last Monday 
of the month.

Litterbugs may soon be going to school in Washington. 
Plans for a litter school, similar to the traffic school 
to which offending motorists are sent, are nearly com- 
plete. 

To be called environmental health school, the 
program is designed to give persons cited for litter- 
ing a choice of paying a fine or posting collateral, 
which is refunded upon attending the class. 

James P, Alexander, director of the city’s depart- 
ment of environmental services, said initial targets 
of the crackdown on littering will be ‘‘gross violators,” 
such as independent haulers who make a practice of 
dumping truckloads of trash in alleys the night before 
city crews are scheduled to make pickups there, 

Another target will be ‘‘air mailers,’’ people who 
throw trash from apartment windows, or deposit bags 
of trash at corners, such as three plastic bags that 
have been leaning against a mail box at 4th and East 
Capitol Streets. 

Alexander said Police Chief Jerry V. Wilson said 
he would instruct police officers to begin writing 
tickets for littering only if the sanitation department 
conducted an educational campaign, put up anti-littering 
signs and operated a school for violators. 

The school will begin operation in about two weeks, 
Alexander said, with violators required to attend two 
2-hour sessions, probably on Wednesday nights or 
Saturday mornings. 

The school is viewed as an alternative to the gen- 
erally followed practice, by police and other city agen- 
cies thathave enforcement power, of ignoring litterers, 

‘‘Much of the worst littering occurs in poor neigh- 
borhoods,’’ Alexander said, ‘‘and no one is anxious to 
fine some guy the equivalent of 30 quarts of milk be- 
cause he has let trash pile up in his back yard, The 
school will make it possible to issue the citations 
without placing a burden on people who can’t afford 
to pay.’’ 

The classes will deal with anti-littering laws and 
services available to help residents keep their neigh- 
borhoods clean, including specific lessons on how to 
control rats, and even the psychological problems 
which accompany living in a dirty environment, 

Alexander said he doubted if the Campaign ever 
would come down to arresting a person who drops a 
candy wrapper or cigarette package in the gutter. 

‘‘We’re after the big violators, who make our job 
more difficult than it already is,’’ he said, 

Alexander has named Dr. Arthur R. Buddington, 
chief of the department’s bureau of food, drug and 
chemical control, to organize the school. 

Classes will be held either at the Environmental 


Services training room or the War on Rats headquar- 
ters.

The Gallery Restaurant at the Kennedy Center has 
good food for moderate prices and is an excellent 
place for lunch or a light dinner. 

The menu is a delightful collection of imaginative 
selections and is mostly French cuisine. 

Appetizers include a fine pate maison and a de- 
licious onion soup served in amply sized crocks. Some 
of the entrees. offered are quiche lorraine, crepes 
stuffed with creamed chicken, roast beef salad, cold 
salmon, and a cheeseburger on garlic bread. All of 
these I have sampled and with the exception of the 
salmon, which was too dry, all were very tasty. 
Ratatouille, chick pea salad, and a variety of other 
lively items are served as side dishes. An excellent 
green salad accompanies mostentrees. Various sand- 
wiches, salads and steaks complete the menu. 

One can have a cocktail or a choice of domestic 
and imported wines and beers. I have not tried the 
desserts but the pastry tray looks very tantalizing.
